NEW BEAR ISLAND 
FOR BROOKFIELD 


Construction work representing 
an 
approximate 
expenditure 
of 
$115,000 is being pushed at the Chi­ 
cago Zoological Park at Brookfield. 
The most recent project started 
at the park is the Kodiak bear is­ 
land, the contract for which was 
approved by the Chicago Zoological 
Society a few weeks ago. The is­ 
land is being built in the southeast­ 
ern portion of the grounds at a 
cost of $55,000. During December 
workers began clearing the space 
for the proposed island. 
The new7 home 
of the 
Kodiak 
bears will be a roomy, rock-like 
formation 
surrounded 
by 
moats 
which w ill reach a depth of fifteen 
feet. On the island, space will bt 
provided for a pool, seven feet deep 
and for retiring dens for the ani-, 
mals. 
When completed the island will 
house the park’s six Kodiak bears,! 
listed as one of the most entertain- i 
jug ol the zoo’s 
animal groups 
Now three 
years old, the bears! 
weigh about 800 
o r OOO pounds 
each. When full grown at the age' 
of 14 or lo years, each will tip the 
scales at about 1,500 pounds. 
Another project which is claiming 
the attention of zoo officials at the j 
present time is the 
new giraffe 
house, a building of concrete con­ 


struction along modem lines. 
Most of the work on the building 
itself has been completed, but sev­ 
eral more months w*ill be required 
before the entire giraffe enclosure 
has been finished. 
The house will feature a depar­ 
ture from the 
ordinary type of 
flooring, zoo authorities point out. 
The terrazzo will match the gi­ 
raffes’ hides in coloring and design. 
In order that the public may be 
allowed an unobstructed view of the 
animals, four cables will be stretch­ 
ed across the front of the animals’ 
stall instead 
of the conventional 
bars. Eight feet of space will sep­ 
arate the public from the stall. 
A mural by Edgar Miller will 
supply an artistic background for 
the roomy stall. 
Work on the building 
will be 
followed by improvements in the 
yard surrounding the new giraffe 
house. 
Spacious outdoor quarters 
with protective moats are planned 
for the use of the giraffes. 
According to an estimate made 
at this time, the construction of 
the house and the improvements of 
the outside enclosure will cost in 
the neighborhood of $60,000.
